DISCUSSION: 


a. a: Hoe Committee 


The Chairman stated that the Technical Assistant, who is chairing this 
working group, has reported that the problem is under continuing 
study and that several meetings have been held during April. The members have 
sub-divided the problems involved, and have been briefed by representatives 
of GMAIC, JAEIC, and SEC in regard to certain aspects of the matter. 


b. NSA Report on the ELINT Indicator Problem 


The NSA Menber pointed out that his report on the ELINT Indicator problem 
(USIB-EE-9.2/2 dated 10 April 1959) was a part of the overall ELINT doctrine 
now being developed by NSA and asked specifically for Committee approval of the 
recommendations in paragraph 5. 


The Joint Staff Member and several others expressed concern as to the 
significance of the term "SIGINT indicators" as used in the NSA paper, and 
considered that the problem of the Committee was to prepare specifically a list 
of ELINT Indicators. The members generally agreed that inclusion of other 
phases, as implied by the term SIGINT, raised other problems of specialized 
interests, committee responsibilities, etc., which it would be premature to 
raise at this time. 


As the result of a general discussion on the specific implications of 
"COMINI", "ELINT", or "SIGINT! indicators, it was proposed that paragraph 5b 
be amended to delete the phrase "as part of their general program on the 
development of SIGINT indicators;". The Committee accepted the proposal. 


The Chairman suggested that the Committee acceptance of the amended NSA 
recommendations be reported to USIB in connection with the USCIB ELINT Task 
Force suggested actions regarding ELINT contributions to the Indications 
program. The Committee agreed that the Chairman should make an interim report 
to the Board informing them of the Committee action.
